Bteamer Sawloiiyx arrived from tho 
Skeeiiu yestorday moruiug at six o'clock, 
bringing Supt. Lloyeruft and tlto special 
constables who had boon sunt to Uazletdn 
to suppress tho liidiim trouble. 

On reaching Hazleton everything was 
i|iiiet, the inhabitants of tho villages being 
away fishing and hunting or having left 
oil the approach of the specials. The 
party remained in Enzletoii fureight days, 
during which time a preliminary hearing 
of Green's case was held before Mr. Fitz- 
stubbs, S. M., and an inquest by Coroner 
Roycruft over tlm body of the Indian To- 
busk, ulioady reported as murdered by 
another chieftain. Six of tho specials 
were discharged in order that they might 
be sworn in as juryman. The body of 
tho dead Indian was exhumed and the 
evidence taken down and a verdict of 
"justiliiiblo homicide" rendered. It was 
shown in the evidence that Tobusk had 
been shot by tho other chief in self-de- 
fence there being seven bullet holes in 
the door of the hitter's house. 

On Tuesday Special Constable Green was 
tried for the shooting of Kit-wan-eool 
Jim on June 19th, at Kit-wan cool. Snow, 
u Kit-wan-cool Indian, laid tho informa- 
tion, the preliminary trial being heard bo- 
fore Messrs. Roycruft and Fitzstubbs, 8. 
M., and resulted in Green being commit- 
ted for trial on bail on a charge of 

MANSLAUGHTER. 

Hail was to the extent of $1,000, Green 
in $500 and two sureties iii $250 each. 
MesBis. C. W. Clifford and John Flewin 
went boil. Green was very much 
affected throughout tho proceedings. 

In tho afternoon of the 7th tho deserted 
villago presented an animated appearance 
as the chiefs of the surrounding (,ribes 
had come in to tho meeting, to which they 
had been summoned by Supt. Roycruft. 

Meeting or Hie Chiefs. 

Copt. Fitzstubbs, S. M., and Mr. Roy- 
craft, superintendent of provincial police, 
summoned tho chiefs of the different 
tribes on the Upper Skeeno river to a 
public meeting in order that they might 
have all matters between themselves and 
the government explained to fhem, and 
also in order that any grievances which 
they might have against either the gov- 
ernment or private individuals be en- 
quired into and settled. The meiiting, at 
which Capt. Fitzstubbs and Mr. Roycruft 
presided, was held in the Church House, 
\lazloton on Tuesday. August 8th, 188S, 
whim there were present no less than 
thirteen chiefs representing in all live 
dibercnt tribes. Airs. Hankin uctod as 
interpreter and Mr. David L. Chalmers 
took a report of the proceedings. The 
names of the tribes and the chiefs they 
represent are as follows: 

Kitanmax or Bazleton — Guthumuldoe 
and Spawr. 

Kitzbyox — Wassamlaha. 

Hacliilgit — Leochol, and two sons of 
Kitasseranop. 

Kitziehucla — Morelahan, Koockszun, 
A rra. 

Kitwangar— Cawgh, Liggenthla, Luluth, 
Niscouslah. 

OA IT. PITZSTtrBBS 1 ADDRKSH. 

After the chiefs had seated themselves, 
the chiefs of each tribe sitting together, 
Captain Fitzstubbs, S. M., spoke as fol- 
lows: Wo have called you here to-day to 
toll you why we have been sent hero of 
our duties and yours, and to inform you of 
the terms on which for the future we are 
to live; and in order that you may under- 
stand fully my words, it is necessary that 
you should give tlieui your best attention 
so that you may carry away with you a re- 
collection of them, and thus instil them, 
h irst, then, the past and continued mis- 
conduct of the Indians on the Skoeua 
generally, and of those of the Kitdmax in 
particular, determined the government to 
send amongst you, one in whom i3 rested 
tho authority to enquire into all branches 
of the law, and to deal with them accord- 
ing t o law, and that law is the British not 
the Indian law. It is the rule of life 
made by the wisest men with the consent 
of all good men, and it punishes tho bad 
merit Now, as there are amongst all poo- 
plo a preponderance of good oyereyH dis- 
posed men, It follows that the law has 
many more friends than enemies. It is 
the support that good men give it thut 
iiiakos in so stroniri no combination of 
bad men con overthrow it or permanent; 
ly restrain it. Like the Skeeno river it 
liows on ond cannot be diverted, money 
cannot turn it to one side, nor fear to the 
other. 1 1 is perfectly organized from tho 
highest to the humblest. It selects its 
own officers, and allots to oaoll his duty. 
And that every such officer may he fear- 
less in the performance of his duty it ox- 
tonda to them its fullest protection, Lt is 
very zealous of them, o» a mother is of 
her child, and policemen are no less their 
officers than others, lt does not in any 
way interfere with men's lawf ul avocations 
hut if in pursuit of their various callings, 
differences or disputes should arise, the 
law commands that it shall be (he arbiter 
or judge in the person of one appointed 
for tha(. purpose, If is therefore 'your 
duty to submit any disagreements to the 
low's representative bore f()f octtlumuut. 
It lays down the most stringent meiiHures 
ogailiBt violence of any kind to the persons 
killing one another, carrying arms, 
at improper times and places. It is very 
severe ogairst, those who threaten either 
to kill, to burn houses, to destroy pro- 
perty, to maim or wound animals, or to 
work injury to others. Theft or robbery, 
assembling in a riotous or threatening 
manner or for an unlawful purpose, or 
inciting others to violence ond unlawful 
acts, breaches of contract or extortion, 
ft enjoins civility in ordinary intercourse 
and moderation in speech, and a great 
many offences which only bad men com- 
mit. It protects tho weak against the 
strong. And there is no chief so exalted 
that tlfo will n°t r° acl1 ' Bach chiof 
in his own person apd character should 
sot un example of honesty, of prudence, 
ond a souse of right, and no individual 
is so poor or unfortunate that it will n ()t 
protect. There is nothing in the law to 
bo afraid of, except do'n« that winch it 
forbids, It Is liku a she boar in the 
spring,, it won't hurt you If you let it 
alone, but if you touch one of its cubs 
she is upon you. It is thus with tho law, 
if you do not offend it it is perfectly 



harmless, but if your conduct be contrary 
to its injunctions it will not rest until it 
punishes you. It never forgets, and rare- 
ly forgives. It has oil tho money it 
wants, all the men it wonts, and the on- 
couragqmont and assistance of good men, 
so that those contravening it are so im- 
measuraBly in the minority that thoy 
cannot hope to succeed in their evil in- 
tentions. It is this code that I hove been 
Ordered to bring to you, to ict under, and 
it is under this low that we must for tho 
future live. If ot tho present time there 
bo in any one or more of tho tribes who 
have any cause or supposed cause for dis- 
content or ill will amongst its individual 
members or towards those other tribes or 
the whites, it is your duty to submit it to 
the low for enquiry and adjustment, when 
its merits will be weighed ond o decision 
given. 1 wish to impress this distinctly 
upon you. Under no circumstances will 
tho law permit you to Like its functions 
into your own hands. You may not 
settle your own quarrels, Each chief is 
regarded os tho promoter ond preserver 
of good older within his own tribe, and 
it is his duty on all occasions when his 
Indians ore doing wrongly to Apply to 
tlie magistrate appointed by the govern- 
ment, who will do what the law directs. 
Iu carrying out the law the magistrate 
employs Mie services of his constables, ond 
1 have told you of tho respect which the 
liiw demands for its policemen. Anyone 
offering them resistance, escaping from 
them or disobeying thorn, will be pun- 
ished. Constables ore tho onus of the 
law; these arms ore long and roach every- 
where. This is the friendly warning 1 
have been told to give the chiefs and peo- 
ple so that you may in future know how 
to govern yourselves and after this each 
chief will bo held responsible for thu be- 
huvour of his people, and if he seeks it he 
will find the hearty support of all the well- 
disposed of his tribe. I hove not been 
told to beg of you to observe tho law and 
make you presents but to tell what it is 
and that oil must obey it. What I have 
told you is the truth. Attend to it, be 
guided by it ond all will go well. Reject 
what I have told you and you will be 
sorry. There ore some who will endeavot to 
turn you from doing right. Heed them 
not Thoy are not your friends. The 
best course you con now pursue is to ob- 
serve strictly thu mandate of the low, 
making you, one and all, the friends of 
tho government, instead of bringing its 
anger upon you. Their anger- would 
mean war, and if that came among you 
there would be few adult mole Indians 
left. I have spoken to you the truth. 
Receive it. I have spoken. 

SUIT, roycraft's address. 
Mr. Roycraft, Superintendent of Pro- 
vincial police, then said : — Some months 
ago one Indian killed another and word 
wos sont to the government by the 
Indians requesting tho white man's low to 
take hold of the murderer. In conse- 
quence 1 wos ordered by the government 
to send special constables to the scene of 
the murder to arrest the murderer. 
After some time these constables located 
the murderer ond when they wished to 
arrest him he ran away. The book I 
have hero is the criminal law of Canada, 
and in it it says that any constable who is 
arresting some one for felony and the 
criminal runs away to avoid arrest, and if 
the officer tires at and kills tho criminal 
tho officer is considered as justified in 
doing what he did. Felony means mur- 
der, and all wounding highway robbery. 
Now this is what took place in tho case of 
KitwoiiC'.ol Jim, who ran away and was 
shot. Hue ho not ran oil he would hove 
been olivu to-day. When you and the 
people of your tribes heaid of Kitwoncool 
Jim's death, you became very excited and 
assembled armed to the teeth. This, cer- 
tainly, showed that your people took up 
the cudgels for Kitwoncool Jim's people, 
although you were not related to them. 
The officer was swoin on our bible to do 
his duty, and his duty was to arrest Kit- 
woncool Jim. Had those three officers 
let Kitwoncool Jim escape their names 
would have been disgraced for ever, No 
doubt some of you who ore present heard 
what ] to|d you siiiue four years ago 
when 1 arrested tho man who murdered 
Mr. Yeomuns. You all know how danger- 
ous it is to interfere with a murderer and 
that is tho reason that when the govern- 
ment wants anybody to work for them 
in such ooseB the bravest men ore picked 
out and these men are always prepared to 
perform tho most daring and dangerous 
and diilicult things. Now when the con- 
stable returned for Kitwangar the Indians 
rushed to meet thoin and to demand the 
life of tho constable who shut and killed 
Kit'wa'ncoo] Jim, This wos brought to 
the earn of tho government ond they ot 
once despatched a war-ship, a large num- 
ber of soldiers and myself with my officers 
to tho Forks. The government gave me

If 
ever you defy the Queen's authority, al- 
though you may kill a groat number of 
whites, tho ' Queen's soldiers would pur- 
sue you everywhere und shoot you, down 
like rabbits. God forbid that thoy or 1 
should see things take such a course You 
might kill a few of the Queen's soldiers, 
but you yourselves would be exterminat- 
ed because the number of the Queen's 
soldiers are like tho trees on your river. 
When I arrived hero last week I found 
myself very woll received by you. Last 
time 1 wos here I went to tho Chief's 
house and this tinio 1 wont again and I 
saw a notice on his house "That any 
white man having any grievance against 
an Indian was to oomo to the Chief ond 
ho would preserve the peaco." If a man 
does anything wrong tho law will be bound 
to boor of it.

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THE '• WAK" OVER. 

The " Indian War," as Eastorn papers 
have gratuitously termed the little ditli- 
culty on the Skeena, is at an end. The 
band of Specials, under Superintendent 
Roycraft, has arrived back, and " " 
Battery will follow it as soon as the 
steamer Cariboo Fly roaches Port Essing- 
ton. All good citizens will heartily 
rejoice that the Indians are in a peacaful 
condition, and that the Chiefs express a 
willingness to preserve law and order 
among their various tribes. We have 
every belief that the sending of a force to 
the North, while attended with some cost, 
will in the end prove a great means of 
good. The presence of H.M.S. Caroline, 
of " C " Battery and the Special force has 
struck terror into the/hearts of fell e abori- 
gines, assuring them, as it did, that the 
strong arm of the law could be in- 
voked at will to punish lawlessness 
and quell rebellion. The fact 
that, upon news of the small 
body of specials ascending the 
Skeena reaching the natives, they turned 
tail and fled into the woods is a sufficient 
evidence that they do not possess those 
blood-curdling traits of character so glib- 
ly furnished tnem by Mr. John H. Ink- 
ster and others who professed to know it 
all. Supt. Roycraft would seem to have 
acted with the utmost degree of ability 
throughout the expedition. Forcibly, 
yet kindly, he jssured the Indians that 
if they attempted overt acts of violence 
the stern majesty of the law would as- 
sure a vengeance commensurate with the 
crime. We have reason to believe that 
his words and those of Capt. Fitzstubbs, 
S. M., had a powerful effect, and this 
view is borne out by the subsequent pro- 
ceedings. The Chiefs, though acknow- 
ledging the sternness of the language 
used, felt that it was spoken without 
guile and that those to whom they lis 
tened meant every word they said. This 
is shown by their thankfulness at being 
given the authority of special constables, 
and their assurances that there would be 
no "killing." Clad we are that the oc- 
casion resulted in a pleasant outing foi 
the expedition, one fraught as we believe 
with much lasting good, and while com- 
mending the courso of the government 
throughout, wo sincerely trust that the 
wards of the Crown will in the future as in 
the past, be treated with that degree of 
consideration which they deserve. We must 
never forget that the Indians have rights 
which should not unduly be intcrferred 
with. They were the original occupiers 
of the laud. 

IMPORTANT RAILWAY DECISION. 

Judge Brewer, of the United States 
Circuit Court, has rendered another im- 
portant decision involving the power of 
State railroad commissioners in the mat- 
ter of fixing railroad rates. It appears 
that last Bummer, upon complaint being 
made of excessive switching charges by 
the railroads entering Minneapolis, the 
Board of Railroad and Warehouse Com- 
missioners of Minnesota ordered tho rail- 
roads not to charge thereafter higher than 
at the maximum rate of §1 per car. The 
ratos previous to this order varied from 
25c to §2 per car. The railroad managers 
concluded not to obey tho order of the 
board, on the ground that the maximum 
rate fixed would not allow them sufficient 
profit to cover the ordinary expenses, such 
as wear and tear on engines, track and 
other incidentals. The Chicago, Milwau- 
kee & St. Paul road applied to Judge 
Nelson for an injunction restraining the 
commissioners from enforcing the order, 
but it was denied. Afterwards the vari- 
ous roads centering in Minneapolis ap- 
pealed to the courts against the order, and 
Judge Brewer has decided in favor of the 
roads. He says: 

"A suit to restrain the railroad commis- 
sioners from putting in force a schedule 
of rites is not a suit against the State 
within the purview of the eleventh amend- 
ment. It is not within the power of the 
States, directly or indirectly, to put in 
force a schedule of rates when the rates 
prescribed therein will not pay the cost of 
aervico. In this case the defendant took 
no testimony, and the complainant's testi- 
mony shows that the actual cost of the 
service -- that is, wages of the employees, 
rent of engines, keeping the track in re- 
pair—exceeds per car by 14c. the amount 
allowed in tho schedule as compensation, 
In other words, it costs complainant 81. 14 
to d'j the work, and the defendants pro- 
pole to allow it to charge only §1. 
Whether the order on defendants is an in- 
terference with interstate commerce or 
not is a question I need not decide. My 
brother Nelson, when the application for 



a preliminary injunction was made to him, 
was of the opinion that it was not. It is 
certainly a very serious question whether, 
when property has been put in a car with 
the intention of shipping it outside of the 
State, it has not. already commenced its 
interstate, journey. However, I do not 
attempt to definitely decide'this question, 
placing my decision upon the othor. 
grounds mentioned. " 

THE MANCHESTER SHIP CANAL. 

Consul Hale of Manchester reports that 
the great ship canal now in courso of con- 
struction will bo completed within four 
years. The canal will bo 20 feot deep and 
twice tho width of the Suez canal. It is 
anticipated that 4,428,532 tons of freight 
will be carried the first year after opening, 
and tho estimated gross income is placed 
at £794,173. A net revenue of £470.430 
is expected, which will be sutlicient to pay 
a yearly dividend of 5 per cent, on the 
share capital— £'8,000,000. The opening 
of this water- way is expected to reduce 
carrying charges 50 per cent. In the 
district tributary to Manchester and to be 
reached by this canal there is a population 
of 7,000,000, one-fifth of the population 
of the kingdom. This district includes 
practically the whole uf the cotton manu- 
facturing industry of Great Britain. The 
canal will bo an outlet for the Lancashire 
and Yorkshire coal fields, the Cheshire 
salt trade, the Staffordshire pottery and 
iron trade, the Lancashire chemical trade, 
and will provide the chief means of trans- 
portation to the manufacturing towns and 
cities of these counties. Among the im" 
portaut items of export from this Contin- 
ent likely to go through the canal in large 
amounts are cotton, grain of all sorts, 
minerals, timber, provisions of all kinds 
and petroleum. The effect upon the cot 
ton trade the Consul considers likely to 
be of great importance. The closer con- 
tact of tho cotton shipper and spinner is 
one feature likely to result. One-third 
of the American cotton used in Lancashire 
in 1883 came direct without I ho interven- 
tion of Liverpool. A market for cotton 
is to be established at Manchester entirely 
separate from the general exchange. 

A USTRA Li A'S POP U LAT10N . 

Official tables have been issued show- 
ing the population of the Australian prov- 
inces on 1st January, 1888. At that, date 
the aggregate population of the group was 
2,805,580, distributed as follows:

New South Wales 1,042,019 

Queensland 300,040 

South Australia 312,421 

West Australia 42,488 

Northern territories, etc 5,000

The adjacent colonies oi Tasmania and 
New Zealand had a population of 142,478 
for the former and 003,301 for the latter, 
making tho grand total of 3,557,425. The 
immigration as represented by the excess 
of arrivals over departures by sea for 1887 
was 04,805. A remarkable feature of the 
vital statistics of the Australian colonies 
is the low death rate reported, which was 
for the year in New Zealand 10.20 per 
1,000; in South Australia, 12,02; New 
South Wales, 13.15; Queensland, 14.50; 
Tasmania, 15.45; Victoria, 15.70; and 
West Australia, 17. JO. The excess of 
births over deaths as reported varies from 
100.4 per cent, in Victoria to 214.8 per 
cent, in New Zealand. If these figures 
are reliable the antipodean colonies are 
among tho most healthful countries in the 
world.

Surely this does 
not commit mo as endorsing the Cadboro 
road^site as the best obtainable, in the 
same manner if unfortunately the hospi- 
tal should bo built on this distant site, I 
shall still continue to aid to the best of 
my ability to elaborate the, plans, 
or aid in any other manner; but this will 
not mean that I shall think any more 
than at present that the site on which the 
hospital is built has been judiciously se- 
lected. 

The question of site is a vital question; 
is regards tho future of tho Jubilee Hos- 
pital. If a mistake is made it not only 
iilfeets the present but the ontire future 
of this Hospital. The vote on this sub- 
ject at the last meeting of the general 
committee was, to say tho least, a very 
close one. The general committee are 
'lily tho representatives of the subscribers. 
Surely it is only a fair proposition that as 
the committee are so equally divided in 
opinion on this question, the question of 
site should he voted on by the whole of 
the subscribers. Tho decision of this 
question properly should be made by 
them.

THK KSQUIMAL'JTkOAD ACCIDENT.

The 
facts of the case are as follows : On the 
road I noticed that one of the horses was 
jumping about in a peculiar maimer and 
found that, it had one of the traces be 
tween its legs. 1 called Bates' attention 
to the fact, and it was immediately recti 
lied, but it had no doubt extremely irri- 
tated the animal, which continued to be 
very restless, but went all right until tho 
bottom of tho hill near Mr. Pooley's resi- 
dence was reached, when it gave a kick 
that 1 thought would have smashed the 
footboard. On reaching the top of the 
hill, Bates, who, to accommodate passen- 
gers, was sitting on the footboard, reached 
down to replace tho harness, as it was 
slipping off, and the horses at that mo- 
ment swerving slightly, caused him to 
lose his balance and fall, his leg being in- 
jured by the hook of the whipple-tree,and 
the horses' heels Ho, however, held on 
to one rein and so turned tho horses 
against, the side of the hill, bringing them 
to a standstill, it certainly was an ex- 
tremely narroiv escape for Bates, who 
would without a doubt have been kicked 
to death, hut that 1 think tho horse which 
had caused the trouble was too frightened 
to kick any more. 

I have travelled with Bates almost daily 
since he has been driving the stage and 1 
must say I have always found him a most 
obliging man, and by no means reckless 
in his driving. 

1 do not know who supplied the account 
of the occurrence, but it is very evident 
there is a great dual he did not know 
about it, as the spot he selects as the 
scene of the accident is certainly within 
one and a half miles of where it actually 
occurred but, that 1 suppose does not 
count for anything on a road like the one 
i from Victoria to Esquimalt

atubbd will listen to you. I honestly be- 
lieve that all you uhiefs wish to proservo 
peace in your tribus, and in order to hot- 
ter enablu you to do so I shall appoint 
you chiefs, or any young man you mtvy 
mention, special constnblos. 1 must en- 
force you to mind your own affairs and t< 
leave tho affairs of other tribes alone. You 
must believe that 1 have nob uttered any 
idle words, but what 1 have said is perfect 
ly true. Anything you have to say will 
be patiently listened to, do not be afraic 
to speak, for whatever you say is beinj 
token down by this man. (Mr. Chalmers,) 
and he will semi what he writes to the 
newspapers all over the world ao that 
everybody may and will hear what you 
have to say; your words will also roach 
the ears of our Queen who is also your 
Queen. 

Before 1 liuish speaking I must ask you 
to remember that before you came under 
the British law one tribe was always in 
danger of being massacred by some other 
tribo and that there was continued war- 
fare between the tribes, but now you all 
live in peace and quietness. 1 shall y<> 
away soon, but Captain Fitzstubba will 
remain here with two or three officers to 
administer justice. 

Morelahan, head chief of the Kitzegu- 
ela tribe,- was the first of the chiefs who 
spoke, he said: — 

Great chiefs' 1 thank you for your kind 
wordB. Some of them are severe but 
they are well meant. 1 thank you also 
f«r giving me still greater power to pre- 
serve peace and order in my village. This 
is all 1 have to say. 

Koockszun, second chief of the Kitze- 
gucla tribe, then addressed the meeting 
us follows: — 

Great chiefs! I am pleased to hear what 
you have said. As my chief just now 
mentioned, some part of what you said 
was severe, but ic is for our good. We 
are a poor ignorant race, and not until 
you explained it to us did wo have a pro- 
per idea of what the law really is. Soon 
we will have a great feast in our village, 
and we will tell our young men all the 
good and kind words you have said to us. 
All our people are very busy just now- 
hunting, fishing and berrying, and there- 
fore they could not be present. You are 
great and merciful, and we are thankful 
to you for the good example you have set 
us of being true servants of your God. 
We are a small people and we are dying 
out; our village too is very small, but our 
gratitudo towards you is all the greater, 
for taking any trouble with such an insig- 
nificant race. 1 again thank you for your 
kindness and friendship. 1 havo finished, 
8paw, second chief of the Kitutnnax, 
saith : — 

Great chiefs ! Although I am a chief 
of my tribe, I am but a poor 
ignorant man and tpiito unworthy of talk- 
ing to you. Our village is small.. but in- 
habitants of other villages come here and 
brood mischief. That it is they and not 
we who harbor the evil 1 shall prove to 
you as 1 proceed. 1 am but the second 
chief, but our head chief cannot do any- 
thing without my consent. For some 
years past there has been a notice atlixud 
to the hut of the head chief to the effect 
that the chief would settle all disputes 
arising between the palefaces and our- 
selves, but the chief has disgraced that 
notice, he has held secret meetings behind 
it, and 1 wish the notice to be taken 
down and burned as it is no longer pure. 
1 have finished. 

Lulth, chief of the lvitwangar tribe- 
'Great chief, I am pleased that you have 
.spoken severely to us because it shows us 
that there is no hypocrisy lurking in your 
heart. Your God has been good to us 
and we will therefore endeavor to obey 
His laws which are your laws. You tell 
>us that the law will protect us and I am 
pleased that you have told us all this. i 
.have spoken. 

Leechol, head chief of Hawgilget tribo 
— Great chiefs 1 am pleased that you both 
Slave spoken so strongly about the law. 
Before, we did not really understand 
what the law is, but now we have been 
enlightened. 1 am sorry that all the 
chiefs are not present because they may 
doubt my word when 1 tell them how 
strongly you condemn wicked deeds, and 1 
hope that all those present will bear me 
witness when 1 tell my people what you 
have just now said. My people are law- 
abiding but still I am glad you intend in- 
vesting me with further power. I have 
aaid. 

Wassamlaha, 3rd chief of the Kissbyax 
tribe — Great chiefs: My people are not 
here; I am their only representative pres- 
ent, but I shall tell them what you havo 
said and 1 trust that when you come to 
see us again you will find us greatly im- 
proved in every way. 

Cawgh, 1st chief of Kitwangar — Great 
chiefs, and vou, writer, and all present in 
this room, 1 wish you all to hear what 1 
have to say. The last chief of the Kit- 
wangar tribe, my brother, whoso spirit is 
now in our happy hunting grounds for- 
ever, was a good man and friendly to the 
whites. Some years ago a, white man 
(Mr. Hankin) came up the river and for 
him we had a great respect. My brother's 
spirit deserted his body and I succeeded 
him as chief. 1 made friends with this 
white man because my brother was peace- 
ful and friendly with the white men, and 
when 1 was a boy 1 used to think that, 
when 1 became a man 1 would also be 
friendly with the palefaces. 1 am very 
pleased to have been able to come and 
Lear you speak and your words will be 
poured into the ears of every man, woman 
and child on this river. For my own part 
I shall continuo being a friend of the 
white men. 1 shall value every word you 
have spoken and I pledge my word as a 
chief that, at the risk of my life, 1 shall 
suppress all evil deeds. 

Liggengethla, second chief, Kitwayas— 
Great chiefs. You have indeed spoken 
wise words this day, aud J have paid 
great attention. Vou have explained the 
law to us, and it is for us to see that the 
law is not broken. I have authority in 
my tribe, and 1 shall sue that in my 
village your law will be respected. This 
is a busy time for us, we are taking ad- 
vantage of God's kindness by making use 
of the food he has given us, our men 
catching and drying salmon, i ur women 
and children picking and drying berries, 
but atill wo have come to bear what the 
great chiefs have to say. 1 am glad J 
came, for although 1 shall have a fuw less 
salmon and bciries, 1 shall return to my 
village with more knowledge. Before I 
die 1 trust to see great progress made by 
my people. 

Gethumuldoe, head chief of the Kitan- 
max tribe — Groat chiefs and fellow chiefs, 
I must bear out what those who havo 
spoken before mo have stilted. Before 
we disperso I trust we will all have 
learned a good lesson. Wo have gone 
through great excitement this last sum- 
mer, and wo feel that you have acted 
very friendly in coming up and explain- 
ing the dangul' WS incur by acting as we 
have done. Wo are like so many chil- 
dren, and we need somo one to control us. 
We are thankful for your kind words, 
they havo kindled a light that will shine 
(Far and near. I acknowledge my incapa- 
bility as chief, but in the future 1 shall 
*ct better. 

Niscoholah of the Kitwanger village. — 1 
am speaking simply to try aud plead for 
the chiof of this village, You know great 
chiefs that our children were swept away 
last winter by the measles, and a story 
was being circulated that the white men 
raised the disease in the food sold to the 
Indians so us to exterminate thorn. Chil- 
dren were boing buried every day and 
graves wore loft open to receive the bod- 
ies of- flip dying. The chief lost his only 
daughter, a girl ho deeply loved, and in 



he was doing. I am afraid of the chief 
and I will say tor him that he will not al- 
low such rebellious acts and words to be 
spoken in his village. 

Mr Roycraft to Guthiunoldoe 1st chief 
and Spaw 2d chief the Kitainnas tribe: — 
Waimook, an Indian, was prevented 
from cutting wood in the forest by these 
two chiefs and you must understand that 
any interference with anybody who is law- 
fully engaged in any business or other- 
wise, is a breach of the peace. Vou 
must never interfere in such a manner 
ilgain. Waimook 1 have sent for twice 
but he has failed to appear, and now I 
want you to send a messenger to (ell 
Waimook to come here a once. 

Binet, a Hazelton, (Kitanas), |saith: 
(Jreat chiefs you have lectured our chief 
strongly. Maybe he deserv.es it. There 
lias been trouble and I shall explain the 
cause of the discontent lurking in our 
hearts. Mr. Bnakin was the first white 
man I over saw and Mr. II. 
was respected and liked by us. 
Mr. Yoinaiis we also liked. 
During their lifetime all went well. Now 
they are dead anil our troubles have be- 
gun. Nowadays if one of us goes to a 
certain white man to speak to him about 
anything, we ate kicked out of his house 
because we are but dirty Indians, as they 
call us in contempt. We retaliate, of 
course, and the result is that they take 
pen and paper and write down to the 
government to send up armed men to 
punish us wicked savages. I am glad to 
have heard what you have spoken and 1 
shall endeavor to live a law-abiding life, 
but to preserve peace, t he government 
must also make the white man observe 
the law. I am not speaking of all white 
men; 1 mean especially the Hudson Hay 
Co. If we want a higher price for skins 
than they care to give us, they strike us; 
and why blame us for retaliating 1 1 am 
glad that Capt. Fitzstubbs 1ms promised 
to protect us against the company.

Aldermen Penwill and Wilson thought, 
tho drains ought to bo carried beyond low 
water mark at the foot of Yates street. 

Referred to Street Committee with 
power to act. 

THE PUBLIC PUMP. 
Aid. Coughlan stated that some throe 
years ago enterprising citizens had pre- 
sented the city with a fountain. The 
apparatus was erected on corner of Gov- 
ernment and Douglas streets, and tho 
ornament was not being used as a foun- 
tain. 

Council then adjourned.

Latest Turn in the Husquodobolt Murder Case

Halifax, N.S., Aug. 4.— During the 
past two ■ weeks the weather has boon 
warm, in fact hot— hot.
